A pilot's  sighting 

Thii  incidrnE;  briefly  reported  in 
our  previous  issue,  can  now  be  more 
fully  documrimxl.  Captain  R,  11. 
Truter,  Senior  Captain  of  South 
Africa  Airwayji,  wTOtc  to  the  Smth 
A/rkajft  Journal  of  ScufK$  and  hii  letter 
appeared  in  iu  March.  issue:

ruary,  1964»  I notfeed  a bright  bluish*

white  glow  in  the  Eastern  iky  at  06. 1 1 
CMT*  When  observed  through  the 
right-hand  panel  uf  the  aircraft  win- 
shirld  it  appeared  to  be  about  jin.  in 
diameter  and  was  perfectly  circular. 

**Tbe  aircraft  was  at  37,000  ft. 
prmure  <iltitudet  position  32^  OO'N 
ir  irW,  heading  033*^  T. 

The  co-piloi,  navigator  and  myself 
waicht'tl  the  glow  for  alx»ut  tO 
rnimitn.  During  this  lime  it  did  not 
appear  to  change  it*  position  in 
relation  to  stan  which  \^^erc  visible  in 
its  vicinity,  or  in  retaiiim  to  the  air* 
craft.  1 requested  the  navigator  to 
determine  the  altitude  and  azimuth 
of  the  glow  by  means  of  the  periicopic 
sextant.  This  was  done  at  06.25 
GMT  and  found  to  be  09’  49'  and 
GO?"*  T respectively, 

‘Trrvailing  meteorological  condi* 
lions  were:  a J layer  of  medium  cloud 
with  lop*  at  about  15,W10  ft,  immedi- 
aidy  l)elow  the  aircraft,  TTii*  layer 
became  broken  towards  the  African 
coast  and  the  NE,  There  was  also 
some  clrrostraiu*  and  wiip*  of  ciiru* 
to  the  NE, , The  aircraft  iiself  was  well 
abfjvc  all  cloud.  Ambient  air  tem- 
perature — 64^  C. 

‘‘From  the  height  at  which  we  were 
flying,  the  Easiem  sky  wa*  becoming 
lighter  prior  to  sunrise,  and  the  glow 
began  to  assume  an  elliptical  shape 
with  the  long  axis  horizontal.  The 
position  of  the  glow  was  now  altering 
in  relation  to  stars  and  the  aircraft, 
and  we  appeared  to  be  drawing 
abeam  of  it,  but  its  altitude  appeared 
to  remain  the  same  to  the  naked  eye, 
**As  the  Eastern  sky  becamcbrighiei , 
the  glow  appeared  to  increase  gmd- 
ually  in  size,  the  Sonihcmmost  end  of 
the  now  larger  ellipse  dilfujing  and 
sptnyfiig  out  and  finally  disappearing 
just  before  the  sun  a pf reared  above 
the  Itorieon,

There  seema  to  be  at  least  two  kinds 

of  aerial  maneuvering  lights — one  com- 
pletely unexplainable  from  a*  physical 
point  of  view,  and  the  small  maneuver- 
ing, possibly  remote-coBtroUed  "observ- 


er*' light.  We  deal  with  the  former  in ! 
this  account: 

John  Hobart,  21,  a headmaster  and 
his  wife,  Donna.  IS,  have  reported  their 
eerie  experiences  wth  a glowing,  "ghost- 1 
ly"  light  which  appcakxd  mysteriously 
in  the  bedroom  of  their  home  in  Rabual,  I 
New  Britain.  In  an  interview  with  a re- 
porter lor  the  Evening  Post  of  Aukland, 
New  Zealand.  Mr.  Hoban  said  that  the  i 
house  was  too  far  from  the  road  for  j 
car  headlights  to  have  shone  through  a i 
window.  He  checked  and  found  no  way 
the  light  could  have  entered. 

Mrs.  Hob, in  said  that  the  light,  "a 
globe  of  light  v;i'„*;out  any  center"  shone 
at  intervals  in  their  room  between  the 
hours  of  1 a.ni.  and  4:30  a.m.  on  Eebru- 
ary  19,  1964.  Mrs.  Hoban  said  she  felt" 
a "strange  prince"  in  the  room,  then 
opened  her  eyes  and  there  was  the  globe 
of  light  hovering  just  above  her  face. 
She  looked  around  and  instead  of  one 
doorway  from  the  room  onto  the  veranda  ■ 
she  saw  what  appeared  to  be  three 
doors.  She  screamed,  jumped  from  the 
bed  and  woke  her  husband  who  was 
sleeping  in  another  bed  a few  feet 
away.  Hoban  said  bis  scalp  tingled  and 
his  hair  stood  on  end.  "I  was  very  fright- 
ened for  a moment  in  the  face  of  the! 
thing,"  he  said. 

No  mention  was  made  in  this  lone . 
article  about  how  or  when  the  object! 
left  the  room  or  the  premises.  We* 
would  like  to  point  out,  however,  that  in 
the  1920s  a Doctor  doing  research  on 
what  happens,  physically,  when  a person 
dies,  found  that  at  the  instant  of  death 
(utilizing  extremely  sensitive  scales  and 
special  camera  equipment)  the  body  of 
the  dying  individual  loses  a certain 
amount  of  weigbt—less  than  an  ounce — 
and  that  a small.  luminous  globe-shaped 
object  emanates  from  the  head,  wafting 
upward  and  "throush"  the  ceiling.
